WISDOM ABOUT EGGS. 

1. In choosing eggs always pick out 
those that have a dull, opaque-looking 
shell in preference to those that have 
a shiny one. 

2. To boil a cracked egg, wrap it up 
in paper before putting it in water; 
none of the contenta will then escape. 

3. F.ggs that have been cooked (boil- 
ed) and not eaten can be treated as un- 
cooked ones and boiled over again the 
same time as before. 

4. To insure an egg not crackling 
when boiling hold it in a spoon contain-
